After  the  dispute  lasted  neny  years  the  peasants  end  officials 
of  Eelha  appenlcd  to  the  I-inchuiion  Tnperor  to  oottle  the  long 
dram-out  conflict  and  moke  gx)d  the  damage  caused  by  the  Ber.roits 
to  the  population  of  Halha.  T.ic  Emperor  of  rCanchuria  appointed 
Jenlun,  ^'overnor  of  Kirin  prcvir.ee,  arbiter  to  settle  the  dispute 
bet'.7een  iiallia  and  Eaige.  As  at  that  tine  the  Kirin  province 
took  a  neutral  stand  es  to  the  relations  botween  Halha  end  Earga 
the  governor  of  Kirin  could  really  act  as  on  ijspartiol  '’rhiter 
to  settle  the  dispute  be  ween  the  represents  ti’-e  of  Halha  and 
Barge. 

In  execution  of  the  Ehiporor'e  order  governor  Jenlun  came 
to  Urge  (Ulan-Betor)  nnd  established  after  a  thorough  study  of 
the  affairs  rnd  Jagdan's  map  that  P'’rgo  h^d  really  incorporated 
into  its  ’.oundsS  the  aiea  of  frpntier  outposts  ^'oion-;ip3hot  and 
4lr-Bulak  belonging  to  Halha  end  that  cn  that  territory  had  been 
buried  the  remains  of  ffaa-Puntaouk,  the  forerunner  of  Halha - 
I'ongolian  princes  which  was  a  conclusive  proof  that  that  territory 
belonged  to  Halha. 

On  the  basis  of  those  facts  governor  Jenlun  proposed  that 
frontier  posts  be  transferred  from  the  Unhe-Pulon  area  and  from 
other  erees  south-west  of  the  Hulad-Ji  mountain  and  the  frontier 
post  called  "hlila.n-Koroal''  placed  north-cast  of  the  Uniod-Hl 
rrjuntnin  at  a  distance  of  approximstely  3i25  kilometers,  that 
proposrl  was  accepted  by  both  sides. 

4*fter  the  dispute  had  teen  settled  Jenlun  made  a  new  map 
of  frontier  orots  totv/een  Halha  and  B“rga  basing;  it  on  Jagdan's 
map*  That  mep  with  a  detailed  description  of  Kalha 's  territory 
occupied  by  Barge  was  submitted  to  the  fCenchurlsn  Ehperor 
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who  approved  of  It  and  it  beoame  effective  as  a  document* 

One  copy  of  that  map  was  forwarded  to  Halha  end  kept  in  its 
custody* 

4*  While  reading  this  map  it  is  necessary  to  bear  in  mind 
that  the  tails  of  letters  of  inscriptions  on  the  map  are  turned 
to  the  North.  Therefore  the  right  aide  of  the  map  corresponds 
to  the  East  "ani  the  loft  to  the  West.
